County C ourt held today in handing 
down an opinion dismissing the di­ 
vorce 
suit 
brought 
by 
Viola 
A. 
I (Shank) 
Miller, G ettysburg R. 4, 
against Mahlon Rudolph Miller, New 
Oxford R 2. and placing the costs 
on Mrs. Miller. 
The court held th a t “the testi­ 
mony in this case clearly indicates 
th a t the plaintiff and the defend­ 
ant did not have a happy m arried 
life.” 
The court additionally noted that 
“a divorce 
may 
not be granted 
merely because of incompatibility of 
the parties or because the m arriage 
has not been successful. It is nec­ 
essary to prove th a t the defendant 
has been guilty of conduct which 
the legislature has seen fit to make 
a ground for divorce. ‘Our statute 
is a municipal regulation for the 
protection of the com munity as well 
as the wife or husband,’” the Judge 
said in quoting another court de­ 
cision. 
The couple wed October 19. 1948, 
when the wife was 18 and the hus­ 
band 28. A daughter was born May 
19, 1949. 
“In-Law Trouble*” 
According to the opinion the wife 
objected to her husband’s unem ­ 
ployment. “She testified th a t she 
knew of no physical disability which 
would prevent him from working, 
although she also testified th a t he 
received a governm ent check of $200 
per m onth for disability from a 
wound in his left leg resulting from 
a hand grenade explosion, and th at 
he limped when he walked and was I 
always complaining about his leg 
hurting.

WAY TO POLLS 
IN COLOMBIA

BOGOTA, Colombia ft> — Long 
I split into bitter factions, most of 
J Colombia’s vote-s united to elect 
Alberto L leras Camargo president 
Sunday. Terrorist attacks pointed 
up his most pressing problem. 
Thirty-three 
persons, 
mostly 
peasants on their way to the polls, 
were 
killed 
by 
roving 
terrorist 
bands. They killed 25 in an attack 
on two truckloads of voters near 
Tolima, in central Colombia, and 
shot down others at Huila 
and 
Caucha, in the west. 
Tolima has long been the scene 
of bandit raids resulting from the 
bitter civil war that split the Lib­ 
erals and the Conservatives for 
years. 
Has Long Lead 
The two parties finally united in 
1957 to throw out dictator Gustavo 
Rojas Pinilla and then agree on 
Lleras as a unity candidate under 
a political truce. The 52-year-old 
Liberal party ’eader had served 
as president in 1945-46. He is to 
be followed in the presidency by a 
Conservative in 1952. 
Jorge Leyva, a Bogota lawyer, 
challenged 
the 
truce 
and 
ran 
against Lleras with the backing of j 
extreme Conservatives. But he ad­ 
mitted his candidacy was only a 
token stand against former Presi­ 
dent Laureano Gomez, the Con­ 
servative leader who threw most 
of his party behind Lleras. 
The 
first 
s ’bstantial 
returns 
showed Lleras leading by margins 
running from 30-1 to 50-1. In Bo­ 
gota a 50 per cent count gave 
Lleras 280,000 votes to 18.000 for j 
Leyva. 
Lleras is due to take over from ! 
the five-man military junta Aug ' 
*• Lleras said improving economic 
conditions through U S. aid would 
be his other major task. 
An estimated four million voted.

RECESSION IN 
U. S. STEPS UP 
GOLD INTEREST 


By SA,V DAWSON 
NEW YORK 
There’s nothing 
like a 
recession in 
the United 
States to pep up world interest in 
gold. 
The central banks of other na­ 
tions have taken about 730 million 
dollars worth of the U.S. hoard of 
the metal since the first of the 
year. 
Gold stocks on the New York 
stock exchanges, 
and 
especially 
on those in London and South Afri­ 
ca have had a flurry of buying. 
And the perennial plea that the 
U.S. raise the price of gold has 
taken on new life.e ven if the ex­ 
perts see it ax a forlon hope. 
Other Reasons 
There are other reasons than 
the business slump for the Euro­ 
peans turning in dollars for gold. 
Among them: 
Better balances 
in world trade, worry over the 
Middle East as a breeding place 
for war, the U.S. easy money poli­ 
cy that raises the prices of US. 
Treasury 
issues 
while 
lowering 
their yield, and 
the 
fear 
that 
Washington might adopt anti-re­ 
cession measures that would re­ 
kindle inflation and make the dol­ 
lar's purchasing power still weak­ 
er. 
There isn’t any real run on Fort 
Knox. Its gold hoard rase by 832 
million dollars last year. That’s 
more than it has dropped this 
year, and the total is still nearly 
22 billion dollars. This is ample to 
back the U.S. dollar with billions 
to spare. 
But the recession and the pros­ 
pects of big treasury deficits make 
gold look more alluring to other 
governments and 
to 
individuals 
abroad who can buy and hoard it 
—Americans can’t. 
Permits Foreign Buying 
U.S. law permits foreign central 
banks to buy gold from the Treas- i 


ury 
but 
forbid! 
American 
citi­ 
zens to buy or hold it. In many 
lands foreigners can buy gold on 
the 
free or black market and 
hoard it. 
And the slump with its threat of 
inflationary aftermaths adds talk­ 
ing points for those who would 
like to see the price of gold go up 
from the 835 an ounce at which 
the 
U.S. 
government 
officially 
pegs it. 
A San Antonio, Texas, invest­ 
ment banker, B. F. Pitman Jr., is 
urging congress to raise the price 
to 8100 an ounce. This would give 
the Treasury a big windfall in the 
write up of the dollar value of the 
Fort Knox metal. He argues that 
the move would not only put gold 
miners back to work but would 
bolster the price of copper, lead 
and zinc and put these miners 
back to wrork, too.

FOCUS SHIFTS 
FOR CIVIL WAR 
IN INDONESIA 


JAKARTA i/P—The focus of the 
Indonesian civil war shifted to the 
eastern p art of the island nation 
today with the fall of Bukittinggi, 
the abandoned rebel capital on the 
w estern inland of Sum atra. 
“ F or the m om ent we have al­ 
m ost com pleted our operation rn 
C entral S u m atra," said Lt. Col. 
Rudl Pirngadie, intelligence chief 
of President Sukarno’s arm y at 
this capital city on Java. 
Pirngadie did not know w hether 
any rebel leaders had been cap­ 
tured when B ukittinggi fell Sun­ 
day, but It seem ed unlikely. 
Established Sumatra Control 
The rebels pulled out of their 
capital alm ost two weeks ago and 
moved deeper into the m ountains. 
They set up headquarters at Ba- 
tusangkar. and there have been 
reports in the past few days that 
som e rebel lenders had fled Su­ 
m atra to the Celebes, 1,800 miles 
to the east. 
S u k arn o s forces moved quickly 
to re-establish c'vil control over 
Sum atra 
the focal point of the 
rebellion since it sprang into the 
open 2 4 m onths ago. 
Col. 
Jam , 
A m erican - trained 
chief of the loyalist forces who led 
the am phibious 
invasion of Su- 
m utra April 17. appealed to all 
governm ent officials and police to 
return to the posts they held be­ 
fore the rebel legim e set up shop. 
He also urged rebel soldiers to 
surrender. The response may de­ 
term ine w hether the rebels m ake 
good their th reat to continue the 
w ar on S um atra through h ara s­ 
sing guerrilla raids from deep in 
the jungles.

EXTRA SESSION 
OF LEGISLATORS

HARRISBURG UA — A special 
session of the Pennsylvania Leg­ 
islature might be needed to allow 
citizens 
to utilize 
unemployment 
benefits in a bill before Congress. 


Atty. Gen. Thomas D. McBride 
contended over the weekend: 


“ Since the bill provides for re­ 
payment by the state of the spe­ 
cial federal funds, 
it raises the 
legal question of whether the state 
can participate by administrative 
action on the part of the gover­ 
nor.” 
The 
federal 
bill, 
which 
has 
passed he House and is now in 
the Senate, provides for loans per- 
muting each state to extend by 50 
per cent the number of weeks it 
could make payments. 
“ It may very well require legis­ 


lative authorization by a special 
session. We haven’t as yet seen a 
copy of the bill,” McBride said. 


Some 44,000 Pennsylvanians who 
have used up all of their unem­ 
ployment 
compensation 
benefits 
would stand to benefit by such a 
proposal. 


The next regular session of the 
state legislature isn’t until Janu­ 
ary, 1959. 
In other action McBride said he 
will speed up collections of more
